A WISE SERVICE. 


The Northern Berkshire ministerial 


association, at the motion of Rev. W. 
I. Tenney o£ this city, will be doing 
fe wise public service tf it takes under 
active consideration the subject of 
carrying to the state legislature the 
matter 
of a revjslon of the state 


license laws, after 
the suggestion 


made by Mr. Tenney at the recent 
meeting. As a general thing It may 
be said that the country Is suffering 
from too much revision of law, but 
this generality should not be made 
the reason for failure to act when a 
need for action Is seen. 


The license laws, which have been 


made and unmade, revised and re- 
vised again, seem now to uie thought- 
ful observer who does not insist on 
prohibition, to be very satisfactory 
with one exception. That exception 
Is the one which Mr. Tsnney proposes 
as reported some weeks ago in the 
news columns, and as brought this 
week before the association, to try to 
overcome. The fault seems to be that 
•as the law now stands, It is open to 
varous interpretations in 
different 


communities, and gives room for such 
discussions as the one that recently 
took place In this city on the sub- 
ject. 


The plan of the ministers Is to re< 


quest the legislature to make the law 
more simple in its statement, so that 
there can be no mistaking its spirit 
on the part of any. Few laws can be 
made so absolute in their wording as 
to be applied exactly alike n all com- 
munities with any degree of success, 
but as far as possible a state law 
should be uniform in Its Interpretation 
throughout the state. If this can be 
accomplished with the license laws, 
or brought to the attention of the 
legislature, Mr, Tenney and the min- 
isterial association win. have done 
service for which they will be en- 
titled to the thanks of all who care 
sincerely for the public good. 


OUR OPPORTUNITY IN TUBA. 


The course of events In Cuba since 


the signing of the protocol seems to 
he pointing out more and more clear- 
ly as facts develop the policy of the 
American military regime over the 
island. It seems probable that the 
withdrawal of the Spanish troops will 
be accomplished quietly and the sub- 
stitution of the United States forces 
in their stead brought about without 
the least disturbance. The exchange 
of the armies of occupation will neces- 
sarily be the task of several months, 
and while it is going on a very im- 
portant preliminary work will be In 
progress.

Wood, afe military governor of San- 
tiago, has already done a remarkable 
work In this direction, arid If his en- 
ergetic measures for the reclamation 
of'the city of Santiago from Its dread 
ful condition are an earnest of what 
Is to follow 
in 
every 
Cuban city 


when the Americans take control, it 
will be a happy day for the Pearl ol 
the Antilles when it falls Into the 
bands of the 
United States, even 


though temporarily. 


There can be no question that this 


great and progressive nation has an 
opportunity, In the military occupa- 
tion of Cuba, to confer a great and 
lasting benefit upon this long-suffer- 
ing people—and that, too, without de- 
parting from its avowed purpose of 
leaving to the Cuban people the right 
to choose their own ultimate form ol 
government.

Much is known of Agumaldo 


and his ambitions 
He has shown \ery 


clearly w hat he wants to do, and he 
is using all the power he can muster 
among the tribes and their chiefs to 
urge them to assist him in gaining rec- 
ognition as dictator of the Philippines ' 


Less is know n of hia most formidable 


rival Pio Pilar It is certain however, 
that he is a shrewd native and by his 
cunning has gathered around him many 
of those w ho f ormei ly accoi ded alle- 
giance to Agumaldo 
There is little 


permanent advantage in this, however, 
for the imderchiefs are not to be trust- 
ed any moie than are Ptlar and Agui- 
naldo, and they are continually shifting 
from one faction to another, keeping 
their tnhes people in a constant state 
of restlessness and the country in an 
unsettled condition 


Another insurgent chief who has re- 


cently come to the front as an aspirant 


Agumaldo and Pilar by then piomises 
of riches have caaoled them into all 
kmdb of dangers and kept the countiy 
in a fatate of ferment 


The chiefs of the smaller tribes are as 


bad as tho leaflets, and they will stop 
at nothing to ocquuc wealth 
They are 


unstible and unreliable and they go 
from one aide to the other, according to 
the best temporary pi omlses made 
them and It may be stated right here 
that these promises are seldom Ihed 
up to 


Many writers assert that {he Philip- 


pine islands contain the richest lands 
in the world 
They are largely in a 


crude state, and their great possibilities 
have been undeveloped 
The virgin for- 


ests are exceedingly valuable m them- 
selves and are capable of giving to the 
world rich and rare woods for centuries 
to come while the riches in the soil un- 
der these are Inestimable 
The islands 


abound in minerals, and the «arth needs 
very little cultivation to make it bring 
forth nearly every kind of fruit or veg 
etable known to man 
As has been al- 


ready stated little has been done in the 
way of cultivating the fields This 
owing to the indolence of the natives 


land of Luzon arc Tagals 
They are 


undei sized and from their appearince 
are lacking in brain power 
They are 


indolent, docile, light hearted exceed- 
ingly good natured and 
wonderfully 


brave in emergencies 
At times they 


seem to be devoid of fear and when 
once stiiied will tight until the last 
drop of blood is spent if they can be 
made to believe that they are struggling 
against oppression, and incidentally it 
may be mentioned that their anger is 
easily aioused 


from the large cities and coast towns 
aie little better than savages 
They 


have their own forma of ' government ' 
which la of the ciudest possible t>pe 
The chief*, aio virtually kings and mle 
with rods of iron 
They do not bother 


the coast people but when their tenl 
toiy Is encioiched upon they resent it 
as did the Indians of our own countiy 
until they were forced to submit to the 
wishes of the government at Washing' 
ton 
These people have little 01 no use 


for Aguinaldo and his followers 


Naturally dishonest themselves they 


assume that everybody else is afllicted 
with the same idiosyncrasy. They are 
satisfied with themselves and are will 
Ing to be let alone and not to bother the 
other tribes 
They are superstitious 


and while being of a retiring nature aie 
easily angered and led to destruction 
and disoider when infuriated. 


The Vlsayas have theii own chiefs 


and govei n themselves

The 
report is that 


yesterday Agent Sutherland and In- 
spec tor Tinker w ere < ailed to a con- 
ference 
by the 
Chippewas, w hose 


headquarters aie on Bear Island, about 
30 miles out In Lake Superior. 


The two men accompanied the In- 


diana, hoping to settle the trouble, 
ami have not returned, while the In- 
diana are openly boasting that they 
never will. 


Mr. Tinker is the son of E. R. Tin- 


ker, and the latter had this morning 
heard nothing from his Ron or the de- 
partment of tie Interior 
Little real 


anxiety la felt for the flafety of his 
son, however, as he has been an In- 
dian inspector before, and has become 
well acquainted With the habits of the 
various tribes. 
He hat* always had 


great success In treating with them 


Mr. Tinker was appointed inspectoi 


last summer, and in Auguat went to 
his territory at Wftlt* Earth station, 
Minn 
He was called to the location 


of the Indians some days ago, in con- 
nection with 
the 
difficulty, and re- 


turned, but the affair took a mure se- 
noue turn and he went back to treut 
w 1th them. He was an Inspector dur- 
ing Harrison's administration also, and 
at that time was In stations In several 
of the western states, Including" Mon- 
tana, California and Indian territory 
All his life, except during that time 
and when he was at school, has been 
spent In this city, and the report of 
hie strange adventure caused much 
anxiety through vhf city 


His wife accompanied him to Wash- 


ington when he left here, and returned 
to her home within a few days

It is probable that the library will 


be open to the public inspection from 
4 to 9 o'clock on the afternoon and 
evening of October 14, although books 
will not be given out on that day in all 
probability 
The city council and city 


officials have been invited to inspect 
the building an hour earlier on the 
same day.
